recently boon exposed / It is curious, 
Mr. Gladbtono declares, and it is useful

The sudden louui:-. ring of the British 
school ship Eurydico oil the Isle of 
Wight, on ]\I:irch "Jlth last, in a snow 
si^uuil, and tho loss of about 100 lives, 
will be remembered. Ever since there 
has been a strong forco of divers and 
workmen employed in raising the wreck 
and ou Sunday, .September lat, their ef- 
forts were crowioal with .■jucce.::; a.nd 
the hull was ^o^vcd into rort.-.inoutli 
harbour. .'Vt four o'clock iu the morn- 
ing Admirai Foley left the dockyard 
for tho scene of tho wreck. Five lugs 
were alongside, and cll'orts were at once 
made to heol tho wreck over and to 
pump her out. Tho steam ]iumps of 
iho tug.s woro employed, canvas was 
])assed luiilsr tho bottom of tho ship, 
and at ten o'clock sho was afloat. Ad- 
miral Foley, who was on the deck of 
tho Eurydice, called for three elioi^rs, 
wdiich were heartily given by the men 
engaged in the work. Tho tugs then 
proceeded to bring tho ship into liar- 
biuir, and by lLl:;iO sho was in Porciio.'i- 
lor Creek and lashed alongside an old 
hull, Morrywoather engines being on- 
gaged in keeping her afloat. 

A reporter wa.s allowed to examine 
tho nrock, and the results of his ob- 
servations aro thus stated in tho Liver- 
pool I'li.-'l of So])tember 3d: The entire 
centre of the upjjor deck is v,-ashed 
away through the violence of the waves 
during tho timo tho wreck lay in San- 
down Pay. Tlii^ plankti, pl.-u ed cro:-.s- 
wise, formed a moans of coimnunieatioa 
from one part of the upper dcek to tho 
tho other. On going below a scene of 
chaotic confusion ]iro;sented it -elf. \ 
Mosit of tho gear has been roiuovod 
from the main deck, and manv of the 
cabins knocked in, but the deilc is still 
littered with broken spars and rig- 
ging. It is on tho lower deck 
that tho scene is most chaotic. 
The deck is littered with (hhris from 
end to end, and the whole is eovercil 
with a muddy slime se\-eral inches deci). 
()Hic(>rs' chests and men's clothes bugs, 
beer barrels, bird cages, pickle bottles, 
surgical cases and instruments, which 
have fallen from the adjacent di.spen- 
■ary, lie upon the deck, a heterogen- 
eous and confused mass. Locomctioii 
botwren decks, in consoqueneo of the 
mud wliich Inis been wash.o(_l in, was 
extremely difficult. The mainmast, the 
lower part of which still remains in the 
ship, wae hoisted out of thevfs.el, a 
distance of nearly six feet, 1 y the 
bumping action to which the ship was 
subjected. The starboard side of the 
lower deck has also been considerably 
lifted, owing to th» action of the sea. 
Right aft on the lower deck is situated 
the bread room, from which a most in- 
tolerable stench proceeded from the 
decomjioscd bread and other provisions, 
notwithstanding tho fact that the docks 
aro continually washed with carbolic 
acid. The captain's cabin has been en- 
tirely removed. On the lower deck are 
several cells, in ono of which a prisoner 
was found, minus his head. The poor 
fellow was not chained, but another 
prisoner at large on tho deck, wa.s. It 
is at present ini])ossible to got down 
into the hold.s, owing to the fact that 
all the moveable gear near the spot has 
rolled into tliem, and choked them up. 
In making room for the suction pipes 
lo go down betwen the lumber into tho 
hold, the divers came across a body 
jammed in and supposed to bo that of 
the bread-room boy. Several articles 
of uniform clothing were scattered about 
the lower decks, amongst which was a 
lieutenant's undress uniform coat. Yes- 
terday tho workingmen came across a 
skull, but no more bodies. As soon as 
possible tho work of clearing shi]), a 
labour of magnitude, will bo concluded, 
and the vessel fumigated and brought 
into jiort, but this is not likely to (tike 
place for nt least a fortnight.
